MINOR DEVELOPMENTS NEXT.

WASHINGTON, Aug. %8.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.) It is the opinion 
that the public has hearfl the worst 
about the frauds in the postal service,

will be of minor importance. True, the 
department officials say that evidence 
has been presented to the grand jury 
of thé District of Columbia on which 
they look for several indictments. The 
evidetice in question was presented by 
Conrad and Bonaparte, special coun- 


_selors for the department, some weeks 
| ago, and up to this time the grand jury 


has not thought it sufficient to return 
indictments. It is learned also that 
most of the evidence was against’ men 
already under indictment, involving 
new counts under which the govern- 
ment authorities hoped to more se- 
curely find the gullty ones. 

Most of the arrests and indictments 
thus far secured tn the postal scandals 
have been of men connected with rural 
free deliveries, and this has been re- 
garded as the most fruitful field for in- 
vestigators. Further attention is to be 
given to various branches of the first 
assistant’s office, including particularly 
the division of salaries and allowances. 
Mr. Bristow'’s men are still calling on 
Auditor Castle to furnish copies of con- 
tracts, vouchers and other records con- 
nected with the purchases in this di- 
vision. This work has been going on 
for months, but Inspectors have not 
yet satisfied themselves that they have 
unearthed every trace of irregularity. 

It was stated today that further at- 
tention was to be given to the case of 
Assistant t Newcomb of 
Brooklyn an@“the allegation that a 
year or so ago he compelled messen- 
gers and other Brooklyn office em- 
ployés to purchase caps at his store.

Darkness rendered the confusion 
about the scene of the wreck extreme, 
while terror was increased when the 
trains took fire shortly afterward. For- 
tunately the flames were immediately 
put out. Special trains were hurriedly 
sent to the scene, carrying the author- 
ities to the nearest town, who n- 
ised a°corps of physicians and aided 
the wounded.

THREE REVOLVERS 
AT VICTIMS’ HEADS. 


Masked Bandits Hold Up and 
Rob San Pedro Car.” 


Conductor and Motorman Covered at Stop for Santa Fe 

Crossing and Searched and Leoted with Terrified Pas- 

sengers— Several Watches and Ab-ut a Hundred Dollars 
-Taken— Same Highwaymen Who Did Job. 


AR No. 132 of thé California Pa- 

cific Railway Company—the Trac- 

tion Company's electric line be- 
tween Los Angeles and San Pedro— 
was held up by three masked highway- 
men at the crossing of the Santa Fé 
railroad at 8:50 o'clock last night. The 
/ conductor, motorman and all the pas- 
sengers—three men, two women and a 
boy—were robbed of all that the ban- 
dits could find by searching them. Sev- 
eral watches and about $100 were taken 
at the mouths of ugly revolvers in 
wicked hands. 


from Ban Pedro and had passed an- 
other car at Summit at 8:40 o'clock. 
From there to the scene of the robbery 
is about a ten minutes’ run, and the 
car made it on time. At the Santa Fé 
| crossing the car is always stopped 
while the conductor goes ahead to see 
whether the track is clear. The car 
was in charge of Conductor W. P. 
Pierce of No. 775 West Sixteenth street 
and Motorman W. F. Thies of No. 943 
Girard street sat the controlier. 
Thies tu off the current as he 
approached the croersing and applied 
the brakes. Before the car had come 
to a stop Pierce jumped off the front 
step. Just as he reached’ the ground a 
man eprang from the weeds and un- 
derbrurh which line the right of way, 
ani ran toward the car. In the semi- 
ess caused by the brilliant light 
from the headlight. Pierce thought he 
was a prospective passenger who had 
waited there. He soon discovered his 
error, for as the man got within twenty 
feet of the front of the car, and while 


leveled a large revolver at the motor- 
man and ordered “hands up!” 

The robber was in a position to cover 
both the motorman and conductor With 
his gun. Sesing this and beimg un- 
armed, the two carmen raised their 
bands and awaited the next command. 
At the same time another desperado 
appeared.

car was effectually “killed” and the 
highwaymen had plenty of time to 
complete their work at their leisure. 
STRUCK WITH A GUN, 
Thies, the motorman, looked back 
inte the car when his controller-han- 
die was taken, and as he did so the 
robber struck him across the face 
with his gun, and turning his face 
away from the inside of the car said 
with an oath: 
“Quit your rubbering or I'll kill you. 
You might see too much.” | 
Meantime the second robber took 
charge of the conductor, and ramming 
his revolver between his victim's 
shoulders ordered him to step aboafd. 
He then called to his companion, and 
the first desperado drove Thies at the 
ogy of his gun into the center of the 


As the -two men were being thus 
hand!ed, they noticed a third robber, 
also masked and armed with a big 
Pistol, standing at the rear of the car, 
guarding that end so that the pas- 
sengers could not escape by the rear 
door. This third man at no time went 
near enough the victims for any of 
them to be able to give a description. 

The passengers had heard the stern 
commands “hands up!” and had seen 
the masked men in the glare of the 
headlight, and when the robbers 
Started for the interior of the car with 
their two prisoners there was almost 
@ panic. The women began screaming 
}and one of the robbers yelled to them, 
using the most profane language, 
that they “had better keep quiet or 
there would be a few dead passengers 
to throw out on the ground.”

PASSENGERS’ HANDS UP. 

As he pushed open \the door of the 
car and thrust the conductor and mot- 
orman inside, a ‘robber ordered 


armed and the 
order was instantly obeyed. 

The first desperado who had been 
seen went in with the cer men and 
searched them and the passengers. He 
kept his gun ready for instant use 
and kept up a conetant string of 
oaths, holding his victims: terrified. 

The motorman was the first 
searched. From him were taken his 
watch and 70 cents. Thies says later 
that he had been expecting just such 
a robbery and therefore carried only 
a little money. He was handled very 
roughly. His coat was buttcned, but 
inatead of unbuttoning. fit, a highway- 
man seized one of the lapels and tore 
it open, pulling off buttons and treak- 
| ing his watch chain. The action was 
so violent that Thies was almost 
thrown to one of the side seats. As 
he started to fall a revolver was 
pressed hard against his body and he 
was commanded to stand up. 

Conductor Pierce was the next vic- 
tim. He was searched thoroughly. 
After taking his watch and about 
$21, the desperado asked him if he had 
any more money. Pierce said that he 
had no more. 

NO SIX DOLLARS. 

“Well you ——, damn you I am not 
going to leave $6 in your hip pocket 
this time.”

It had never 
occurred to Pierce to carry it in his 
——s on the car or in his hand, when 
stepped off in the darkness. 

Meantime the passengers had been 
standing in the center of the car with 
their hands upraised. The two women 
were a t fainting, and the men, 
with one exception, were trembling 
with fear. Turning upon them the 
nervy brigand laughingly made fun 
of them, 

“What are you guineas afraid of?” 
he shouted with an oath. Then ne or- 
dered them to be seated and one by 
one as he reached them he ordered them 
to stand. The men he searched thor- 
oughly, but the women were relieved 
only of the purses, which they car- 
ried in their hands.

“Cooper sat there and 
told the robber that he was «a coward 
He said if he had a gun and an even 
chance he would make a sieve of. the 
robber. When told to shut up, he re- 
plied that the rascal could talk that 
way only because he had a gun. ‘Say, 
put that gun down and come down on 
the ground with me and I'll give you a 
run for these other neople’s money,’ 
said he. He repeatedly called the man 
a coward and finally the robber told 
me that if I did not tell Cooper to 
shut up he would shoot him. I told 
Cooper to keep quiet because the safe. 
ty of all of us depended upon it. but 
he kept talking back to that robber 
in a way that showed he had plenty 
of rirck.” 
WARNED NOT TO MOVE. 

When the highwaymen left the car 
they warned the passengers not to 
move for five minutes. The man who 
had searched the victims went out and 
joined the one standing guard at the 
front door,. The two, with a parting 
oath, judped off and were joined by the 
third, who had been walking around 
the car for the evident purpose of giv- 
ing warning should any person. ap- 
proach. 

Doubtless the scoundrels thought that 
by carry!ng away the controller handle 
they had made it. impossible for the 
motorman to start the car, but Thies 
took a monkey wrench and with that 
brought the car to the city. 

the scene of the robbery to 
University Station, at the foot of Ver- 
mont avenue, is about one and one-half 
miles. On arriving there the carmen 
went into Brogden’s store and notified 
police headquarters. The car was then 
taken to the car house on Georgia 
street, the passengers being transferred 
uptown. The motorman and conductor 
went at once to the detectives’ office 
and told their story. 

Every available officer had been sum- 
moned to headquarters, and within an 
hour two-thirds of the whole poliee 
force Was at work on the case. They 
have very little upon which to work, 
for the descriptions given are any- 
thing but satisfactory. They tally ex- 
actly with those who robbed the car 
on the West Adams-street line last 
Saturday night. 

HOW THEY LOOKED. 

The robber who did nedrly all the 
talking, who was first seen, and who 
searched the passengers, is described 
as of medium bulld, 6 ft. 10 In. in 
height, dressed in dark clothes of good 
quality, and wearing a black soft hat

You may be stre 
that I lost no time in getting my 
hands up and proceeding into the car, 
my wife and the boy going before me. 

nuside 1 found that the motorman had 

n marched in and the conductor 
soon followed. 

“We were iined up, all standing but 
one woman, who was evidently not 
able to, and then, with thre@® guns at 
the head of each person searched, the 
valuables were taken in good order. 
I was the last man they came to, one 
man had two guns, the second had one, 
and the third did the business. They 
went through my pockets once, pro- 
curing about $7 in silver and my gold 
watch and chain. “After starting to 
leave the car they came back and 
searched aguin and got a %5 gold 
piece they had overlooked, making $12 
in all. My worst loss was the watch 
and <chain, the former having been 
given to me by an employer about 
seven yeurs ago, and the latter having 
been the property of my wife ever 
since she was a little girl. She valuea 
it very highly for associations’ sake.

HE'S LUCKY. 

One of the most fortunate of the pas- 
sengers was E. Engmann, residing at 
the Revere Hotel, No. 323 West Second 
street. Engmann is employed at the 
San Pedro Bakery, and it.is bis ctis- 
tom to join his family here each Satur- 
cay. Sickness in his home prompted 
him to come to town last evening, tak- 
ing the 8 o'clock car in. “The first in- 
timation I had of trouble,” said Eng- 
mann, “was a scream 
who, with her little boy, 
seat on the outside of the car.

Shocking Array of Secret Sins 
at San Francisco. 


Bosses’ Betrayal of Trust Hushed 
and Often Condoned. 
Intimidated Spirit and Hardened 
Conscience-of “Membership 
_ Saves Many Crim nals.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 27.—A 
news feature of the financial condi- 
tions of the local unions that is of 
much interest to the people. of San 
Francisco, is regularly passed over 
by the local newspapers, which seem 
to have such a fear of offending la- 
bor unions that they condone crime 
by their silence rather than run the 
risk of inviting the wrath of the 
criminals. : 

This has been shown to be true 60 
many times when the crimes were 


uals, that one ceases to wonder at 
the complaisance of the press when it 
is only the members of the union or- 
ganizations that suffer. When mur- 
der stalked the streets in the guise 
of unionism; when honest American 
citizens were slugged, beaten and 
driven from the city in the name of 
unionism; when police openly con- 
nived at the violations of,the law 
by union pickets, the local press was 
as silent as were the terrified wit- 
nesses to the crimes, who feared for 
their own lives if they dared to tell 
what they - It is no wonder, 
then, that the peculations of the offi- 
cialis of the unions are ignored by the 


labor-union circles in San Francisto 
are of such frequent occurrence that 
they attract but passing attention in 
labor circles. For a secretary, treas- 
urer. president or walking delegate 
of a union to purioin the funds of the 
union the moment he gets his grasping 
fingers on them appears to be the 
rule, and. of so frequent occurrence 
as to excite little comment. The list 
of defaulters in San Francisco labor 
circles is so long, 
member of the union expressed it.

The defalcations range 
from $2000 down to $2.75, and ev- 
ery instance the main effort of the 
unions involved seems to to keep 
the public in ignorance of the thiev- 
ery.

It has since been 
shown that the king bee of the union 
has accumulated sufficient funds to 
enable him to open a saloon and crap 
joint, which is being run contrary to 
law, with the connivance of the police, 
and where the other newsboys are de- 
bauched and robbed of their meager 
earnings.

Judge Congdon yesterday issued a 
warrant for the arrest of John Peters, 
John 8. Cravens’s coachman, who is 
accused by Constable Wallis with 
driving a horse whose bit was pro- 
vided with bristle burrs, alleged to be 
cruel and contrary to law. Cravens 
seems disposed to fight the case. The 
friends of the horse are equally bellig- 
erent and ure waiting to get the 
strongest man that can be secured 
from the District Attorney's office. Cra- 
vens resents the idea that he has been 
cruel or countenances cruelty in his 


‘stable. 


“The statement has been made,” says 
he, “that the object of the burr was to 
make the horses prance and act in & 
showy manner. It was also s 
that the practice was cruel and in vi- 
olation of the law. What I bitterly 
resnt is the public statement that any 
cruel practice is resorted to by me or 
mine to induce show in my horses. 
The use of the burr is resorted to just 
as is a kicking strap—to insure the 
comfort and safety of the occupants 
of the vehicle, and is no more cruel. 
This last statement is born out by the 
conduct of the horses themselvess and 
by the sworn testimony of the vetrinar- 
jans of many of the best-regulated so- 
cieties for the prevention of cruelty 
to animals in the United States, and 
until the recnt articles in the papers 
in all my years with showy horses, I 
never heard that the burr was ever 
thought of to make a _ horse 
showy.”

A SECOND SENSATION. 


IF DIVISION FAILS, WILL OBTAIN 
CHARTER FROM COUNTY. 
_ Territory of New Ocean Park Would 
Take in Short Line Beach and Whole 
Population North to Marine Street. 


OCEAN PARK, Aug. 28.—The signa- 
tures of ninety-odd electors, 95 per 
cent. of whom are property owners in 
Ocean Park, have been obtained to the 
petition for the exclusion of Ocean 
Park from the municipality of Santa 
Monica, and the men who are circulat- 
ing the petition say that these signa- 
tures were secured in a couple of 
hours; that only electors were asked to 
sign, and that each expressed himself 
as not only willing, but anxious, to 
give his support to the measure. 
Among the ninety-odd thus far 
secured are several North Side resi- 
dents. 

“Division” continues to be the one 
all-absorbing topic of discussion. In- 
fluential men declare their conviction 
to be that the special election will be 
called and that a majority of electors 
in the petitioning district and a ma- 
jority in the whole city will vote in the 
affirmative. Others there are who just 
as confidently predict a negative re- 
sult dt the polls. A few rebellious 
ones, interested city employés fdr the 
moet part, even aver that the petition 
never will reach the Board of Trustees. 
The secessionists are asking themselves 
whether this means that the clerk will 
hold it out. 

Now comes a new sensation. The an- 
nouncement was authoritatively made 
to The Times correspondent this after- 
noon that in case secession is defeated 
by vote of the people, a new Ocean 
Park will be organized and _  incor- 
porated as a city of the Sixth class, the 
north boundary to be Marine street 
(which ts now the south boundary of 
Santa Monica) and the south boundary 
to take in Short Line Beach. In this 
territory—embracing as it does the ma- 
jor residence district of th* present 
Ocean Park—the conservatively esti- 
mated population is 2200. As only 600 
bona fide residents are required under 
the law for the incorporation of a city 
of the sixth class, the Board of County 
Supervisors could not refuse to grant 
incorporation. This new city would be 
called Ocean Park; and as its north’ 
city Umits (Marine. street) would cut 
equarely through the heart of the | 
South Side business district, it is not 
difficult to perceive that the 2000 resi- 
dents of th? territory lying between 
Marine street and Strand street would 
secede from Santa Monica and be taken 
into the new Ocean Park munictpality. 

A city of the sixth class is entitied to 
a postoffice, which means that the 
present Ocean Park postoffice, on Prer 
avenue, would be abandoned and relo- 
cated th of Marine street, leaving 
the old Ganta Monica postoffice, at 
Third strect and Oregon avenue, to 
supply the needs of the whole city 
south as far as Marine street. To the 
Pier-avenue business houses this 
would be a calamity blow. It alone 
would be sufficient ‘to make the resi- 
dents between Strand and Marine 
streets move heaven and earth to ac- 
complish the very division which is 
now being agitated, i.e., the exclusion 
from Santa Monica of that portion of 
- city lying between Strand and Ma- 
rine. 

In reply to the North Side City Hall 
crowd, who flout secession and charge 
that Oce&in Park is not in earnest in 
its desire for division, th: secession 
promoters point ‘to the foregoing state- 
ments. 

In the minds of Ocean Park people 
one.of the strongest arguments in favor 
of division has to do with the Ocean 
Park pleasure pier. About one year 
ago this pier, so essential to the suc- 
cess of the South Side, was rebuilt, at 
an approximate cost of $11,000. Of this 
expense the city of Santa Monica bore 
$3000 (for iuside piling for the support 
and protection. of the city’s outfall 
sewer, which carries away the sewage 
of both the North and the South sides,) 
and the balance of $8000 was defrayed 
by the Ocean Park Improvement Com- 
pany. 

The great difficulty. experienced in 
securing the consent of the-North Side 
to this $2000 appropriation has never 
been forgotten by the South Side. 

The life of such a pier as this one 
is four years at best. So three years 
hence, or sooner, the pler must be en- 
tirely rebuilt or it will fall into the 
water. “Now,” conclude the Ocean 
Park . “the improvement com- 
pan disposed 3 nearly all its 
holdings and presently will retire: 
who, then, will rebulld the Ocean Park 
pier? We are too wise by experience 
to expect that a North Side Board of 
Trustees will. long as Santa 
Monica had the deciding voice, Ocean 
Park would get along as best she 
could with a collapsed and abandoned 
pler, or go down into the private pock- 
ets of her residents to defray by 
popular subscription the cost of re- 
ey a piece of public property.” 

‘This is one of many similar reasons 
why Ocean Park desires to pull out 
and sali under its own municipal flag. 
The South Side stands in need of the 
expenditure of funds for the public 
improvements that make for progress 
and success, The people of Ocean Park 
declare they simply seek the privilege 
of paying taxes into their own treas- 
ury and of expending those taxes for 
the maintenance and improvement of 
the place they have selected as their 
home. If division carries, the whole
